perintendent of the Alaska Juneai
! mines, for. permission to erect a higl
tension power lino through portioni
of the city limits was read. The pro
posed line i» to start at Eleventt
street at the junction of tho channe
in the Casey-Shattuck addition, rut

straight up Eleventh to the city 11m

[its. hit into the- city limits at tin
head of Harris street and around th<
side of the bluff to the head of Ken
nedy street, down} Konnedy to th<
bluff aguin and around the blufl
through the city park to the Alaska
Juneau mill.

Petition of Protest
A petition of protest signed bj

Lockie McKinnon. James York and
August G. Brown, against the grant
hig of a lease to Winter and Pond
for the maintenance of a building or

.Main street next to their store, wat

presented and entered on the mln
uto« of the meeting.
Mr. Pond explained tho purpose 01

his building and stated that he in
tended to install a public drinking
fountain in front of hl3 place of bust
uess. and that in his occupancy oi
the unused streot he would interfere
with no one.

.Mr. York objected to the building
on the ground that It shut him ofl
from his property above and would
interfere with his building in case h(
decided to erect a house.

In the end, the matter was dis
posed of by an order directing the
city attorney to draw up a lease foi
the street in question, with a provts
ion that the right of way was to be
vacated by Winter & Pond when sc

ordered bv the council.
Closing Ordinance

The first reading of a proposed city
ordinance requiring all places ir
which liquor was sold and all bil¬
liard parlors to close between the
hours of 1 a. m., and 6 a. ra., on week
days and from midnight Saturday to

6 a. m.. Monday, was had.
Also, the first reading of a propos¬

ed ordinance regulating and compell¬
ing fire escapes on all buildings of

more than two stories in height, and
providlug for .punishment in case of

its violation, was had.
A number of small bills were read

and ordered paid In the usual manner.

The question of purchasing new

hose for the city was a subject of
considerable discussion, and was re¬

ferred to the committee on fire pro¬
tection.
Main street, in the vicinity of the

Pacific Coast company's wharf, was

reported in a dangerous condition,
and it became the will of the council
that it should bo planked at once. Al¬
so, Franklin street, between Fourth
and Fifth, was ordered graveled with
sand from the school lot.
The cemetery committee reported

thartho clearing of the plot was com¬

pleted, and that the city engineer
would plat the ground without ex¬

pense to the municipality, and rec¬

ommended .that a small house be
erected for the use of a sexton.

Wants Police Protection
H. Bailey complained to the coun¬

cil of indecencies alleged to be go¬

ing on on Lower Front street, which
caused him to loose renters and suf¬
fer a financial loss. He asked that
an officer be detailed In that portion
}f the town in the night time.

ee.

"The East is looking toward Ainu-
ka as an opportunity for Investment,"
said former Collector of Customs B.
P. Moore, who nrriver rocently from
New York, and Is a guest at the Now
Cain hotel. "Tho advertising the
Territory received through tho pas¬
sage of the railroad bill by Congress,
and the successful flotation In New
York and Boston of the great Juneau
mines has acquainted thousands of
poople about Alaska who never know
th6re was such a country, or, at least
who knew littlo about it, a few years
ago."

Mr. Moore oporated gold mining
properties at Pandc Bay near Sitka,
at one time in Alaska, and still 1ms
interests in the Territory, though this
is his first northern visit in a dozen
years.
"The improvements in Juneau and

other sections of Southeastern Alaska
that have taken place since my last
visit have been wonderful," said Mr.
Moore, "and no one can fail to see
that more and greater changes are
in store for the near future. The de¬
velopment of the Juneau gold belt has
but just begun."

Mr. Moore will leave on the Georgia
for Sitka Tuesday. He will return
and remain longer at Juneau before
going back to New York City, where
his home has been Binco lie left Al¬
aska.
